There was nothing to do 
but to prescribe slippers and woolen 
stockings for a week, to bo followed bv 
the wearing of shoes having low, broad 
heels.”

“ All signs of lameness disappeared 
within eleven days, and my first patient 
of this kind, together with many who 
have followed her, regained their health 
and strength. There are many physi­ 
ological reasons why undue elevation of 
the heel must cause trouble. 
It will

nerves and cords more or less connected 
with or surrounding tho back arc sub- 
to uuusal strain in resisting the 
forward impulse.

Ladies should be 
warned that this fashion in heels is cer­ 
tain to bring them—sooner or ldtcr- 
rreat trouble.

care to wear slippers on every possible 
occasion which tho sacred duties they 
owe to fashion may permit. That a per­ 
son may as well be out of the world as 
out of fashion is a law more inexorable 
n the minds of many women than those 
of nature or of health."—New York Sun. 


The Prime Minister of Greece. 
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A Glimpse of Lisbon. 


We floated this morning down the 
Tagus, the glittering panorama of the 
city unfolding before as. 
Its houses, 
built of creamy, marble-like stone, ter­ 
raced the hill-sidcs, forming a stately 
staircase, down which Lisbon stepped 
as a queen to the water’s edge. 
We 
could not dispute her claim; whatever 
city may be ranked first for beauty of 
situation, Lisbon can be classed no low 
er than second anion** all the cities of 
the globe. 
Its wonderful atmosphere 
bathed all with a golden glamour. The 
tiled fronts of tho houses, which, seen 
nearer, suggest patchwork bedumb 
iiun^ out tv cit, nikoiifii nock tho sun­ 
shine from their glazed surface like so 
many gems; dome and cupola, church 
tower and paloco facade, outlined them­ 
selves in graceful profile against the sky 
as exquisite as a poet's dream, and n‘ 
unreal as some prehistoric legend. 
A nearer view of Lisbon streets, while 
it dispels in a certain degree tho vision- 
liko enchantment of the distant picture, 
brings out details of never-ceasing inter­ 
est. 
We spend our days in long walks 
and drives up and down mountainous 
streets, that wind and climb, criss-cross, 
angle, and lose themselves in labyrinth­ 
ine tangles, blind alleys, or pleasant 
squares. 
We wonder alike at tho bi 
zarro costumes of the lower classes, and 
the similarity to American-^or rather 
Parisian-—styles displayed by the more 
well-to-do. 
We saunter along the 
quays, and study fishermen and Galle­ 
gos. We look up at tho balconies draped 
with a bright rug or gay shawl, at tho 
party-colored awnings and windows, 
where a beautiful face shows against a 
dark background like a Rcmbrantosquo 
S 
ortrait. 
We s^an tho attractive win- 
ows of the goldsmith's shop in the Rue 
Aurca, or tingle along in the Americano, 
as they christen the open stroct-ear, 
Broadway of the city, 
to the Belem suburb, 
people 
live 
much 
upon 
street, 
and 
it 
is 
hero 
that they are to bo studied to the best 
advantage. 
Tho houses of the poor 
open to it, and we havo a full view of 
the home life from the narrow sidewalk. 
In tho more elegant quarters tho wista­ 
ria droops in purple festoons over the 
balustrades which edge the roof, while 
spots of rosy pink or vivid scarlet tell of 
blossoming oleanders or cacti, for the 
roof of one row of houses often forms its 
own garden, or that of the honses upon 
the next terrace. These hanging gar­ 
dens reminded tho eccentric Heckford 
of places of interment, 44 as if tho de­ 
ceased inhabitants of the palace were 
sprouting up in the shape of prickly- 
pcars, Indian figs, gaudy hollyhocks, 
and peppery capsicums.” 
Here and thero roofs of m l semi- 
cylindrical tiles projected over tho 
house fronts, suggesting the fluted frill 
of an old lady's cap. Everywhere there 
was sparkling color and dazzling light. 
Sometimes tho tiles on tho fronts of tho 
houses formed 
mosaics of gigantic 
figures, vases of flowers, and baskets of 
fruits; now and then, above some rusty 
lantern, which in Southey’s time served 
the double purpose of illuminating the 
streets and burning in honor of the 
sacred pictures above them, the tiles 
shaped themselves into Madonnas, mar­ 
tyrs in flames, and saints in glory—a 
circumstance which called from the 
merry poet the bon-mot, 44 These saints 
are tne most enlightened personages in 
Lisbon.” If tho streets of Lisbon were 
dark in Southey’s time, they have blazed 
with light since the advent of gas; the 
poor saints alone remain iii the obscurity 
of the Dark Ages.—Lizzie IF. Champ- 
ney, in Harper's Magazine. 


Bl. Coumoundouros, whose name and 
whose views so often crop up in dis­ 
patches from Athens, has had a very re­ 
markable career. At the end of the last 
century, his family were the Chiefs of 
Mama, whose inhabitants had always 
preserved their freedom and independ­ 
ence, Coumoundonros betook himself to 
Athens to pursue his studies, but he dis­ 
tinguished himself rather as a leader of 
bis fcllow-pupils, than by severe appli­ 
cation. Wnilc thus engaged, the Cretans 
broke out into revolt. To Crete he went, 
where he fought and was wounded. Ile 
Was conveyed to hi9 homo, and as soon 
as ho was cured of his wounds ho re­ 
turned to Athens to continue his studies. 
On their completion he settled in a pro­ 
vincial town, and remained there until 
1850, when ho was sent to Athens as a 
Deputy. 
Thero he speedily mode his 
capacity as a leader of men felt. He 
was chosen President of the Chamber, 
and a few days later became a Minister. 
Since then he has been tho acknowl­ 
edged head of tho party of action, but it 
was not until I860 that he took a leading 
Dart in foreign affairs. 
Many stones are told of his fearless 
courage. Once an old soldier, who hod 
been dismissed from some small post, 
determined to kill him. The would-be 
assassin waited for him at the door of 
the Ministry, and on his appearance 
raised a loaded pistol, and pointed it at 
ii. Coumoundouros rushed forward, 
snatched the pistol from the man's hand, 
and held him until the arrival of the 
guard. • Finding, on inquiry, that injus­ 
tice had been done to the man, he rein­ 
stated him a few days later in the post 
from which he had been dismissed.

Nothing 
daunted, Coumoundouros pretended to 
regard himself as their guest, and so 
effectually did his courage and eloquence 
stand him in good need, that he and his 
captors were soon engaged in drinking 
toasts to their common country. 
As a Minister, his chief fault is that 
he never knows how to refuse anything 
to his friends, and, owing to his amiable 
weakness, there are men about him who 
might bo better away. He is now about 
sixty years old, and possesses a wonder­ 
ful facility for work, often reading 
official documents and giving orders to 
half a dozen subordinates at the same 
time. To his untiring energy it is due 
that Greece has now sixty-live thousand 
men under arms, well drilled and well 
equipped.—London 'lYtith.

FishlMi la Carpets. 


- | 
Although mauy ladies renew carpets 
and furniture during the season ot 
moving and spring house cleaning, a 
greater number who look forward to 
the something new of the next season 
wait until after summer sojourn in the 
country or by the seaside is over, leav­ 
ing their houses during their absence 
carpetless and dismantled, but thor­ 
oughly dean, ready for refurnishing 
In tho falL Economical housekeepers, 
who consider “ a penny saved a penny 
gained,” and are not so jesthetic and 
fashionable in their tastes and ambi­ 
tions, have tested this matter, and'are 
emphatic in their declarations that 
they had rather buy carpets in June 
and July than in any other months in 
the year, and they are right. 
After the spring purchases have been 
made, if the prudent merchant finds he- 
has an unexpected quantity left over 
of a certain pattern of carpeting, he at 
once reduces its price, and, indeed, 
almost tho entire stock undergoes the 
same manipulations, for no one likes 
to carry a large stock over from one 
season to another, and carpets general­ 
ly can be bought for far less money in 
summer than at tho opening of the 
season, when novelties arc ottered at 
their full worth or at fancy prices. La­ 
dleddo not generally know the facts 
by which tho commercial value of car­ 
pets h enhanced. The novelty in de­ 
sign always adds to its worth, and when 
in certain durable colors, with stand­ 
ard figures, some carpets cost the 
same from one season to another, save 
when manufacturers* prices change. 
For ordinary family purposes no floor 
covering is more satisfactory for service 
and cost than the ingrain, w hich now 
ranges from sixty to ninety cents 
yard. There aro cheaper grades 
they cannot be recommended, how­ 
ever. Some of these low-priced carpets 
not only retain their colors, but wear 
well. 
Tho ingrain for seventy-five 
cents a yard may not bo in tho new and 
exclusive designs, but they orc neat, 
ire tty, and the same qualities as the 
newer, but higher-priced goods. 
In some of the ingrain carpets may 
bo found the body brussels designs ana 
colors, as in a carpet with mixed 
•threads forming tho ground and pro­ 
ducing Persian effects, with Egyptian 
figures in golden brown over tho sur­ 
face; others art: In red uud green, tea 
and white, blue and white or bluo and 
ivory. 8omo show three or four tints 
of brown, and still others have floral 
designs and odd conceits over the cord­ 
ed surface in some rich dark, medium 
or light shade of the brown, slate, 
Such car­ 
pets can be used for bcd-rooms and 
dining-rooms, the larger designs boing 
considered appropriate for the last- 
mentioned rooms. 
Tapestries arc used for parlors, balls, 
sitting rooms and bed rooms. They 
have handsome surface in loops, but the 
looped threads, which pass under or 
between tho linen cords of the founda­ 
tion, are not secured, and therefore tho 
woolen thrcatls can be puffed out like 
crochet work or single thread sewing, 
machine stitching.

Egypt And Its Ruins* 


What is now tho valley of the Nile. 
we have reason to believe, was peopled 
by pilgrims from Western Europe at a 
time when the Strait of Gibraltar had no 
existence.

They thought 
that in three thousand years the soul re­ 
turned to the body and reinhabited it; 
anil so they wanted to keep the bodies 
of their kings only as a mighty pyramid 
could keep them.—Prof. Denton.
